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Premier in the making 


This weekend, the next pre- 
mier of Quebec may well be 
by his feNow Liberals. 
n the balloting starts 
Saturday in the Quebec Colise- 
um, a Trudeaw-style economist, 
Robert Bourassa, wiil be the 
favorite to replace Jean Lesage 
as leader of the opposition in 
the Quebec Legislative Assem- 
bly. And the undecided leader: 
ship of Premier Jean Jacqucs 
Bertrand is not expected to 
keep the Uniom National Party 
in power when the election is 
called, probably this Junc. 
That's why this Quebec con- 


' vention has special meaning for 


the province and Canada. This 
year’s election will see the 
first bid by the separatists un- 
der Rene Levesque. The polis 
have shown them carrying as 
much as 20 per cent of the 
vote. 

With a divided Union 
Nationale under Bertrand, the 
Liberals will be expected to 
offer the voters a clear. alter- 
native to Levesque. 

It is ironic that Levesque 
was brought into politics by 
the man who was forced to 
retire by pressure from Otta- 


-wa, and from within his own 


Quebec caucus. Jean Lesage 
issue in all provinces:

He ended the Union Na- 
tionale rule in Quebec when 
he led the Liberals to power.

His age, 39, is another asset. 

His chief opponent is expect- 
ed to be crime-buster Claude 
Wagner, the former Justice 
Minister. Wagner, 44, is one of 
Quebec's most outspoken poli- 
ticians in the matter of separa- 
tism. He denounce; them at 
every opportunity, but his ab- 
rupt manner when he was 2 
Cabinet Minister, has offended 
many delegates. 

The third. candidate, Pierre 
Laporte, considered himself 
the heir apparent to Lesage 
back in the early 60s. 

He certainly has the creden- 
tials for higher office but un- 
fortunately, is better in thr 
back 100ms than up front end 
centre. A former nmewspaper- 
man at Le Devoir in Montreal, 
Laporte was one of the loudest 
anti-Duplessis noises im the 
50s. 

He is well-liked by fellow 
Liberals in the caucus and 
‘probably would be the choice 
of Lesage who so far, has kept 
quiet. ~ 
When the ballots are count. 
ed, Bourassa should be well on 
his way to becoming Quehec’s 
next premier.

_* $157,500 which is distributed 
in the’ following way: $47,250 
based on 21 units of $2,250 
each, for the team winning its 
best-of-seven quarter-final 
round; $47,250 based on 21 
units of $2,250 each, for .the 
team winning its best-of-seven 
semi-final round; and $63,000 
based on 21 units of $3,000 
each, for the team winning the 
final round: Thus, there are 

21 units of $7,500 each for 

the Stanley Cup championship 

‘team. 

The Stanley Cup is the old- 
est trophy competed for by 
professional athletes in ‘North 
America, It was donated by 
Frederick Arthur, Lord Stan- 
Jey of Preston, Ontario, and 
son of the Earl of Derby, in 
1893. Lord Stanley purchased 
‘tthe trophy for 10 pounds 
($48.67 at the time) for pres- 
entation to the amateur hockey 
champs of Canada.

HART MEMORIAL TROPHY: 

It is annually awarded “to 
the player adjudged to he 
most valuable t® his team.” 
The winner is selected in a. 
poll by the NHL Writers’ Asso- 
ciation. The winner receives 
$1,500. 

The trophy was presented by 
the NHL in 1960 after the 
original trophy was retired to 
the Hockey Uall of Fame. The 
original trophy was donated in 
1923 by Dr. David A. Hart 
father of Cecil Hart former 
manager - coach of Montreal 
Canadiens. 


CALDEK MEMORIAL TRO- 
PHY: it is awarded “to the 
player 
proficient in his first year of 
competition in the NHL.” He 
recvives $1,500. ° 
*. From 1936-37 until his 
death in 1943 Frank Calder, 
NHL president, bought a 
trophy each year to be given 
permanently to the ouftstand- 
ing rookie. After his death, the 
league presented the Calder 
Memorial Trophy ir his 
memory, and it is to be kept 
in perpetuity. 

JAMES NORRIS MEMO- 
IAL TROPHY: Awarded an- 
nually “to the defence player 
who demonstrates thoughout 
the season the greatest all- 
round ability in that position.” 
The winner receives $1,500. 
This trophy is the newest of 
the NHL. achievement awards 
for regular season play. It was 
presented in 1953 by the four 
children of the late James Nor- 
ris in memory of the former’ 
owner-president of the Detroit 
Red Wings. 


ART ROSS TROPHY:. 


Awarded “to the player who 
leads the league in scoring 
points at the end of the regu- 
lar season.” The overall win 
receives $1.000. The first ‘half 
leader receives $500 and the 
second half"leader $500.

For the past 35 years the 
Czechs have been © playing 
hockey, and back in 1935 the 
4’'wechs were receiving Cana 
«lian coaching in the person of 
Mike Buckna of Trail, British 
‘Molumbia 

Buckna once said: “There's 
no secret why the Crechs are 
pretty good. They are clean 
«heckers and fast skaters. They 
pass the puck like Canadians 
used to before the flingit-in 
the - corner - and - rush - after - 
it style became popular.’ 

For many years the Czech 
players have attracted NHL 
scouts because of their Cana 
dlian style-of play. 

it was 15. years ago that 
Jarsiov (VO Vo) Zabrodsky 
was sought by the Boston 
Bruins, He was a centre, big 
and’ smooth. Buckna felt Za- 
Dbrodsky might have made the 


NHL .if \the Communist upris. 
ing had not oceurred. 

Aad look at the Czech team 
today. 

Vaclav Nedomansky has all 
of the qualities to make it in 
the NHL. Big Ned is on the 
negotiation list of the New 
York Rangers. This crafty cen- 
tre has an NHL shot, is an 
exeellent skater and playmak- 
er, and he can take a hard 
check. 

Then there's Jareslay Jirik, 
a nifty forward who's been 
nailed by the St. Louis Blues. 
Another. forward who could 
make the NHL, according to 
the scouts, is Ivan Grandtner. 

Jan Suchy has many NHL 
teams drooling. This. talented 
defenseman is a_ pertectionist 
at breaking up attacks and, 
when the need arises, can belt 
an opponent heavily. 

Viadimir Dzurila is still on 
the negotiation list of the To- 
ronto Maple Leafs. This quick 
goaltender is regarded as the 
best of the European teams, 

And how about the Hlolik 
brothers, Ivan and. Jaroslav? 
And there’s Ivan Hlinka and 
Josef Cerny.

The Czechs haye about six or 
seven players who coukd make 
it in the NHL immediately, or 
at least after one year of ap- 
prenticeship in the minors. No 
other European club has as 
much talent, 

To the public, the Russians 
are the kings of “amateur” 
hockey ‘in world play, They win 
the titles, and that’s what 
counts. as far as the public is 
concerned, 

But this year it will be dit 
ferent. The Crechs have had 
little difficulty the last two 
years with the Soviets. ‘Teams 
such as Finland and Sweden 
have bothered the Czechs be 
cause the Czechs have played 
the European way against 
these clubs. Ayainst the Rus 
sians the Czechs play smack 
and ¢rack — and win. 

This year they'll play smack 
and crack all the way —~ and 
win in Stockholm.

Recently this space provided 
hackground explanations of 
e various trophies. awarded 
» teams and individuals in the 
National Hockey League. Many 
readers found this information 
highly interesting. ‘ 

It is with this thought in 


mind that we will now cover 


the rest of the awards present- 
ed for superior play in the 
NHL. 

VEZINA TROPHY: An an- 
nual award “‘to the goalkeeper 
(s) having played a minimum 
25 games for the team with 
the fewest Zouls scored against 
it.’ The winner is selected on 
his regular season play. The 
overall winner receives $1,- 
500, runner-tip $750. The 
leader at the first half of the 
season and the leader in the 
second half each receives $250. 

Leo Dandurand, Louis Le- 
tourneau and Joe Cattarinich, 
who were former owners of 
the Montreal Canadiens, pre- 
sented the Vezina to the NHL 
in 1926-27 in memory of 
Georges Vezina. This ,outstand- 
ing Montreal netminder  col- 
lapsed during a game on the 
night of November 28, 1925, 
and a few months later he was 
dead from tuberculosis. 

’ LADY BYNG MEMORIAL 
TROPHY: ‘This trophy is 
awarded “to the player ad- 
judged to. have exhibited the 
best type of sportsmanship and 
gentlemanly conduct combined 
with a high standard of play- 
ing ability.’ The members of 
the NHL Writers’ Association 
in the 12 cities select we win- 
ner in a°Wll at the end of the 
regular season, The winner re- 
ceives $1,500 and the runner-

sports director of a U.S. na- 
tional radio-TV network. Each, 
except the league president, is 
rotated annually. The winner 
receives i miniature of the tro- 
phy, 

This trophy was presented in 
1966 by the New York Rans- 
ers in honor of Lester Patrick, 
long-time general-manager and 
coach of the Rangers whose 
teams finished out of the play- 
offs only once in his first 16 
years with the team.

It’s true that 
The Sixties included these 
things, but the 1940s, in ret- 
rospect, make the 1960s . look 
like a children’s birthday par- 
ty: Noisy, disorganized, messy, 
but essentially kids’ stuff in 
comparison. 

Surely i was in The Forties 
that today’s violence, revolt, 
drug addiction, sexual free- 
dom, disgust with the Estab- 
lishment, and all the other 
goodies of The Sixties, had 
their roots, 


In the 1930s, those lucky 
enough to have a joh were 
working for less than it costs 
today for a night on the town. 
As ‘Yoronto newspaper colum- 
nist Richard@Weedham pointed 
out, the Great Depression was 
not brought to an end by our 
economists or politicians, but 
by Adolph Hitler. War created 
jobs, wages went up, prosperi- 
ty began. Sickening thought, 
but true. 

In The Sixties, we waxed in- 
dignance over Chicago cops for 
beating dissidents over the 
head, And so we should, But in 
The Forties, six. million. non- 
dissidents of al! ages and both. 
sexes were beaten, gassed or 
starved to death. And millions 
_of others were obliterated with- 
out even waving a placard. 
How’s that for violence? 
Revolt? It was” everywhere! 
in partisan groups and new 
nationalist organizations. And 

the rebels were just as lonz-. 
haired and bearded and dirty 
—- and a lot hungrier ‘than 
today’s rebels. They, too, were 
of “both sexes, as today. But 
‘they were fighting for some- 
‘thing, mot against everything. 
And they were laying on the 
line not just a clout on the 
head, a trip in the paddy-wag- 
on, and a fine, but their lives. 

The Establishment? In 1945 
the British threw it out, 
including that heroic but un-

And then there was the big- 
vest one of all, committed by’ 
the Good Guys — the atom 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima 
and Nayasaki.

I 
could list you a dozen, from 
personal knowledge. Just mul- 
liply. 

Sexual freedom? Perhaps it 
wasn’t as blatant and self-con- 
scious and publicity-conscious 
as it is today, but it was there 
lady, it was there. Now, I don't 
for one minute mean your hus- 
band. But those other guys. 
Wow! 

Change?. Whole countries - 
disappeared. Millions of people 
wandered, homeless. New 
countries sprang into being. 
However, just as. The Sixties 
rotten, neither 
were The Forties. They pre- 
duced courage. aud sacrifice — 
and a great sense of sharing 
and loving, amidst all the 
hatred. 

They produced 4. generation 
that sineerely Kalieved ‘that a 
better world was not only 
veeded, but could be buflt. 
They produced .entlve new con- 
cepts of world peace. They set 
the seeds for the end of the 
old imperinlism. Never mind 
that these bave ‘been frustrated 
and warped since. 

And, as a sideline, they pro- 
duced the millions of kids who 
are now a mystery and terror 
and bewilderment to those rel- 
ics of -the frightful Forties.
